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On  the  ea.ll  of  the  raerib expo?  the  Religious  Education  Association 
resident  in  Toronto  a  nesting,  in  its  interest,  was  held  in  the 
University  Y.M.C.A.  building  at  4  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  on  Monday 
November  17,  1913.  Rev.  John  V,  Graham  D.D.  was  appointed  Chairman 
and  A.  J.  W.  Myers,  Secretary. 

The  Chairman  read  letters  of  regret  for  absence  from  President 
R.  A.  Falconer,  G.  Oswald  Smith,  Dr.  Norton,  Provost  Machlem,  Dr.  Neil, 
J.  W.  H.  Milne  and  others. 

The  Chairman  after  a  brief  statement  of  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  called  upon  Dr.  Frederick  Henry  Cope,  of  Chicago,  Secretary 
of  the  Religous  Education  Association.  .  Cope  briefly  sketched  the 
work  of  the  Association  since  its  organisation  in  1902,  outlined  its 
aims  and  concluded  vjf  pointing  out  the  advantages  of  organizing  the 
Canadian  raerdbership. 

The  question  of  a  a  Canadian  organization  was  then  discussed^^ 


Prof.  Gilmour,  Dr.  P.  D.  Fraser,  Dr.  Hardy,  Rev.  E.  W.  Halpenny,  Dr; 
Bryans,  Ur.  Merrill  and  others.  It  was  then  moved  by  Rev.  E.  Vm 
Halpenny,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bryans  that  a  Canadian  Committee  of  the  Relig 
ous  Education  Association  be  formed,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
membership,  securing  a  larger  representation  from  Canada  at  the 
Annual  Conventions  and  deepening  the  interest  in  Canada  in  the  work 
of  the  Association.  This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Thereupon  President  R.  A.  Falconer  was  appointed  Chairman  and 
A.  J.  W.  Myers,  Secretary- Treasurer  of  the  Canadian  Committee. 

It  is  expected  that  leaders  in  religious  and  educational  work 
all  over  Canada  will  be  secured  as  raentoers  of  the  Committee  and  to 
this  end  a  nominating  CorarGittae  with  power  $o  act,  was  chosen 
consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Secretary,  Dr.  R.  I).  Fraser,  J.  W.  Graham. 
Frederick  Tracy,  and  Rev.  R.  A.  Hiltz.  Dr.  Cope  promised  that,  in 
the  meantime,  one  dollar  of  each  three  dollar  fee  of  new  raenfcers, 
would  be  returned  to  the  Committee  for  payment  & f  necessary  expenses. 

The  meeting  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Dr.  Fxaser.
